Thomas Jefferson 
Bennett, died 


March 22, 1932, at the home of his 
son, Dr. Henry G. Bennett, president 
of the Oklahoma A. and M. college, 
Stillwater, Okla, Following an attack 
of flu, Rev. Bennett suffered a stroke 
of apoplexy on March 17, which re- 
sultpd in his death, 


Following short funeral services at 


Stillwater, the body was taken to 
Durant, Okla., for burial March 24. 


,Reverend Bennett was born Sep- 


tember 9, 1854 in Hempstead county, 
Arkansas, and died March 22, 1932. 
Maintaining a farm, teaching and 
preaching, he remained in that count 
ty until about 40 years of age. 


On December 3, 1879, he was united 


in marriage to^Mary Elisabeth Bright 
who died about eight years ago. Three 
children born to this union, all of 
whom are still living, are Mrs.- L. E. 
Pettigrew, Chickasha, Okie.;. Miss Lois 
Bennett, Dean of the Music depart- 
ment, Oklahoma College for Women, 
Chickasha; and Pr. Bennett. 


Leaving the home place in the ca'rly 


nineties, the family'moved to Decatur 
Texas, where Reverend' Bennett de- 
voted himself to the ministry. Later 
he moved to Arkadelphia, Ark., where 
he lived until about IS years ago 
when he moved to Hugo, Okla. He 
remained there until he retired from 
active life in 1923. Since,thtat time he 
has made his home with Dr. Bennett. 


In addition to the children, he is 


survived by two brothers and "three 
sisters. The Rev. James H. Ben- 
nett, of Hope, Arkansas; Sam Bennett, 
Hope; Mrs. W. G. Bright, Hope; Mrs. 
Joe Bates, Prescott, Ark.; and Mrs.

MARLAND, Okla.—While the auc- 
ioncer's hammer resounded outstide, 
Col. Zack Miller, colorful rancher and 
circus man, resorted to force-Thursday 
n defending his 101 Ranch homestead, 
"The White House," a small part of 
a once mighty Western domain of 110,- 
000 acres that disintegrated beneath a 
series of financial .difficulties., 
'<•• 


-The famous:plalnfln»h rose frdm his 
sickbed and fired a shotgun Into the 
floor near two lawyers who entered 
the home to. confer over Receiver Fred 
C. Clarke's auction, about to start out- 
side. Clarke is a former manager of 
the Pittsburgh Pirates. 


For several hours Miller barricaded 


himself in an upstairs room, his only 
companions, Sclma Zimmerman, "Ele- 
phant girl" in the defunct 11 Wild 
West show, and Harley Kinnear, an- 
other trusted employe. 


Deputy sheriffs were warned away 


by Miller .who talked over the barrel 
of his shotgun until Bruce Potter, Kay 
county attorney, entered the home and 
arranged a temporary truce. "He is 
a sick man1' said Potter, who announc- 
ed that no action would be taken 
against Miller. 


Colonel Miller, last survivor of the 


famous family, is claiming ownership 
of "The White House'1 as a "home- 
stead exemption.'" In a telephone con- 
versation Miller said he would defend 
his "homestead" to tho last, 
> 


The trouble started when R. O. Wil- 


son and Neal Sullivan, lawyers'for the 
receiver, entered the house. Miller, in 
bed, ill as a result of the strain of 
long litigation leading up to the re- 
ceivership and auction, -arose and went 
into the next room. Returning1 with a 
shotgun, he fired into the floor as the 
two lawyers jumped to their feet and1 
dashed outside. 


The public auction Thursday cli- 


maxed a long series of financial diffi- 
culties to the world famous ranch in- 
herited by Zack and his two brothers, 
Joe and George, from the pioneer 
Father. Joe and George were killed 
in motor car accidents two years ago. 
The ranch once was a showplace of- 
the West. Wealth rolled into the Mil- 
ler brothers pockets when oil was dis- 
covered. 


Then the- three brothers organized 


the 101 Ranch Wild West show. Then 
oil prices declined and the circus be- 
gan to lose money and finally gave its 
last performance in Washington last 
summer.

as a grower and shipper 
of .ttUtk 


crops, spent ver? little time with .4f* 
crop other 
than 
cantaloupes. ,He 


states that while it maj? be p6*jWe 
to make money from watermeidttis 
some years he believes that 6tt a 
general average that 
cantalOupM 


will be the safer crop. He doe«;•» 
encourage the planting of watemel 
ons; neither does he advise the plarn 
ing of tomatoes on a very large wal 
this year. He says that after this We? 
tion of the county is organized as to 
shipping Its products then it will be 
safe to plant tomatoes on a .larger 
scale than is desirable now. 


Mr. Stephens suggests 
that the 


•Washington territory plant a min- 
imum of 75 acres of cantaloupes this 
year. This acreage, he says, will pro- 
vide a sufficiency of the crop to in- 
sure daily shipments 
in 
carloat 


quantities. He says that, a greater 
acreage than this will be desirable 
but that it should not be less. 


Mr. Stephens told of the success 


that the Blevins and Wallaceburg 
communities have had with canta 
loupes over a period of 20 years. He 
says that even 
when 
cotton was 


quoted at 30 cents, cantaloupes were 
still found profitable. He says tha 
every farmer iii his neighborhood al 
ways plants at least two acres in can- 


aloup%a. He advises that any person 
plant not less than two acres. The 
reason for this is that MhWlouifes 
have td be pulled dally durlhj the 
season and that one acre will hardly 
provide a sufflcieflt quantity to ius* 
ify daily delivery to the'shedi^ 
M?, Stephens gave some peinttri as 
o the* growing of. cantaloupes that he 
says He knows ate right as his know- 
edge Is backed up with 20 years ex- 
perience with the crop. He told how 
o best prepare the soil, the kind of 
fetUlteers to use, how far apart the 
drills should be, the proper seed to 
use, Wow to train the vines, how to 
keep the soil in condition and how 
to gather the crop so as to insure the 
greatest advantage from the market. 


Mf. Stephens, who has handled var- 


ious truck crops in this county for 
years states that he will handle the 
marketing for the Washington farm- 
ers if they so desire. He did-not ask 
that ahy definite answer be given him 
ort Tuesday night, neither does he 
ask that it be given him Immediately. 
He agrees that he will handle all de- 
tails of the marketing on a basis of 
five per cent net, all shipments to bo 
handled as he sees most desirable. 


Quite a bit of enthusiasm was dis- 


played among the farmers present at 
the meeting, most of them agreeing 
that canteloupes were worth taking 
a chance on again this year. Even if 
the market is as last year, the crop 
cannot be a total loss as it is, as Mr. 
Stephens pointed out, a thing that 
can be used for feeding 
purposes 


throughout the season.
